Papers Show 
That Forrestal 
Stepped in 


Declared Truman 
Refused Delay in 
Amerasia Case 


WASHINGTON, June 10—(/P)— 


Personal papers of the late James 
V. Forrestal showed today he 
stepped in before the sensational 
Amerasia case broke in 1945 to 
get word to President Truman that 
it might imperil Russian relations. 


But Mr. Truman refused to 


postpone the case. The six arrest- 
ed came only nine days after For- 
lestal intervened. 


The justice department confirm- 


ed contents of the Forrestal papers 
a few hours after the Washington 
Star published the story. 


Forrestal, then Secretary of the 


Navy, wanted to make sure Mr. 
Truman, knew all about the case 
for fear it would "greatly cmtaar- 
tas" relations with Russia in the 
critical negotiations for establish- 
ment of the United Nations. 


In. a May 28 entry among "diary 


notes," the Star says 
Forrestal 


anticipated that the arrests, then 
scheduled for 
May 
30, would 


bring an "anti-Russia play up" of 
the .incident "out of all proportions 
to its importance." 


So Forrestal wrote that he had 


asked a presidential aide to see 
that Mr. Truman was informed, 
and called FBI Director J. Edgar 
Hoover in efforts to get before Mr. 
Truman the facts "as well as their 
implication." 
Ordered to Proceed 
Nevertheless, the president ord- 


;red the case to proceed and the 
rBI cracked down on June 6. 


The Star's story, which observ- 


ed that. Forrestal acted "from the 
highest motives," broke as sen- 
ators buzzed with suggestions for 
getting access to his diary.

ST. LOUIS, June 10-—(IP) 


—President Truman blasted 
Sov4et Russia today for talk- 
ing peace while "preparing 
for war'' in his most devast- 
ating attack on Communist 
aggression since the

Boy Scouts' National Jamboree at Valley 
Forge May be Largest Ever Under Canvas

VALLEY FORGE, Pa.—(NBA) 


—Not since the winter of 1777-78, 
when George Washington's Con- 
tinental Army 
shivered 'around 


their fires on the banks of the 
Sehuylkill River, has Valley Forge 
seen such goings-on. 


Now a Pennsylvania state park, 


the historic site is getting ready 
to play host to another uniformed 
group. Only this time it's the Boy 
Scouts who will camp where once 
the tattered Revolutionaries built 
rough huts. 


And, instead 
of 
only 
10,000 


men, there will be 47,000. The 
occasion is the Boy Scouts' second 
National Jamboree, the first since 
the 1937 encampment in' Washing- 
ton, from June 30, to July 6. Boys 
from every "state in the union and 
18 foreign countries are planning 
to attend the Jamboree.

Scout officials believe this will 


be the largest gathering of per- 
sons under canvas in the history 
of the world. The 1937 affair at- 
tracted 27,232 persons camping on 
a 480-acre site. This year, the 47,- 
000 Scouts and leaders will oc- 
cupy 625 acres of the 2033-acre 
park. 


It 
costs 
$40—plus travel ex- 


penses—for a boy to attend the 
Jamboree. Some troops are send- 
ing one representative, 
usually 


chosen on a merit basis, and split- 
ting the cost up between the 
troop, its sponsoring agency and 
the boy's parents. Other enterpris- 
ing troops have long been work- 
Ing to raise enough money so that 
the whole troop can attend.

sen invasion is a big job. To give 
adequate utilities, six and a half 
miles of water mains, four miles 
«f sewer lines and 12 miles of 
electric lines are being con- 


themselves, acting in huge pag- 
eants depicting such things as 
World Brotherhood. One program 
will have 10,000 Scouts partici- 
pating in a pageant. The various 
scenes were assigned to troops 
throughout the nation, who will 
put them together for the first 
time at the Jamboree. 


But, despite the energetic, pro- 


gramming of Scout officials, they 
think the Scouts will have most 
fun out of one unscheduled, but 
always popular, event. That's bar- 
tering home town souvenirs with 
each other.

Worst Polio Summer in 17. S, 
History Feared as Experts 
Gird for Epidemic

WASHINGTON —(NEA)—Off i- 


cials of the U. S. Public Health 
Service and National Foundation 
for Infantile Paralysis are prepar- 
ing for what looks like the worst 
polio summer in the history of 
the XT. S. 


Last year's epidemics were the 


worst the country has ever ex- 
perienced, with 42,173 case 
double the average for the pre- 
vious five years. So far this year 
1718 cases of acute polio have 
been reported, as comparable pe- 
riod last year. And the weekly re- 
ports show the number increas- 
ing at a faster rate than last year. 


Both the Public Health Service 


. and the Polio Foundation report 
they now'have established maxi- 
mum alerts to send aid to any 
area where an epidemic might 
strike. Officials of both agencies 
say they are.better prepared for 
what might come this summer 
than they were for last summer's 
disastrous epidemics. 


The Foundation has established 


an epidemic co-ordinator in New 
York, ready at a moment's notice, 
to send all available doctors, 
nurses aiid equipment into any 
area of the U. S. During the win- 
ter, polio institutes were held 
in all of the states, instructing 
and training thousands of doctors, 
nurses and physiotherapists 
in 


the latest polio diagnosis methods 


land 
treatment. 
These 
trained 


workers 
will 
undoubtedly 
be 


called upon to take part in this 
summer's fight against the dis- 
ease. 


The Foundation's co - ordinator 


has at his fingertips the names 
and locations of the available per- 
sonnel and necessary equipment 
such as iron lungs. He keeps a 
careful check on the Public Health 
Service's weekly statistics and as 
soon as an outbreak nears epide- 
mic proportions, or help is need- 
ed the emergency machinery goes 
into action. 


A similar set-up set in motion 


in the Public 
Health Service. 


Teams of doctors and scientists 
are immediately sent to an epi- 
demic area. Their first job is to 
help in diagnosis. This is import- 
ant, to determine whether or not 
local doctors have made an ac- 
curate evaluation of the serious- 
ness of an outbreak. 


There 
are 
several 
diseases 


which resemble polio but which 
do not have its crippling effects. 
Outbreaks of these less seriousj 
diseases have sometimes been in-1 
correctly called polio epidemics, 
panicking a city or area. Local 
doctors have also made the reverse 
estimate of an outbreak, not re- 
alizing its seriousness. 


Next job of public health serv- 


ice workers is research in an out- 
break area. Their ultimate goal 
is to find out just how the disease

Brass Bosoms 
The Italian embassy celebrated the anniver- 


sary of the founding of the Italian Republic 
last week by bestowing medals on several 
people^ around the White House, among them 
General Harry Vaughan, General Louis Ren- 
frow, and General Wallace Graham, the presi- 
dent's personal physician. 


The medals were supposed to be for "con- 


tributing to the development of friendly 
re- 


lations between Italy and the United States." 


However, here is what these three recipients 


did to improve "friendly relations" between the 
'United States and Italy: 


General Renfrew — When four American le- 


gionnaires patriotically gave their time and 
money to visit Italy to present the tide of 
toys to Italian children, General Renfrew re- 
fused them passage on an Air Force plane. 
The Secretary of Air and the top generals of 
the Air Force OK'd the trip; but General Ren- 
frew said no. 
Apparently the Italian em- 


bassy thought this merited a rnedal. 


General Graham — At the h-eight of European 


starvation, when the IT. S. A. was buying food 
to send to the people of Italy, General Gra- 
ham used his inside knowledge as a While 
House aide to speculate in the food which we 
were sending to Italy. He also was rewarded 
by the Italian government. 


General Vaughan — In 1946 when the Ital- 


ian. people were starving and the American 
people were holding themselves down to one 
or two slices of bread daily, General Vaughan 
phoned the agriculture department demanding 
that American whisky distillers get a bigger 
grain qxiota at the expense of the Italian and 
European people. 


When the agriculture department' refused to 


yield, General Vaughan got nasty and claimed 
it was his prerogative to fix grain-liquor quo- 
tas. 


Vaughan also pulled -various other deals which 


the Italian government apparently considered 
meritorious. He favored race track construct- 
ion at the expense of veterans' homes. 
He 


pulled wires for his fri-end John Maragon when 
Maragon was charged with smuggling. 
He 


also behaved so badly in regard to other matters 
that he won an official spanking from a senate 
Investigating committee. 


Therefore, on the anniversary of the found- 


ing of the Italian Republic, General Vaughan 
was awarded the Star of Solidarity, as a re- 
ward for promoting friendly relations between 
the United States and Italy. 


Note — An increasing number of Congressmen

Argentina, that 


country has received s $125,000,000 export- 
import bank credit.

for the November campaign. . 


This caused GOP Congressman Charles Vur- 


sell of Salem, 111., to remark that the $700,000 
would, be a good investment if it would pre- 
vent Lucas from returning' to the senate. 


The citizens committee's $700,000 will be on 


top of the campaign chest raised by the Repub- 
lican state committee and the Republican nat- 
ional committee; so that the -Illinois election 
should really be rolling in dough. 


Meanwhile, 
lethargic Senator Guy Gillette 


of Iowa has been appointed 
chairman ot a 


committee to investigate campaign expenditures. 
Gillette clangored for senate investigators in 
Iowa when he was the object of the .Roosevelt 
purge in 1938, but now he isn't the eager- 
beaver h« used to be. 


However, the country generally is getting fed 


up with the tremendous 
amounts of money 


spent on elections. People are getting the im- 
pression that the man with 
the dough can 


buy his way into congress — not a healthy im- 
pression to prevail in a democracy. 


Hesitant British May Do 
By Joining Coal-Steel Pool 


By Bruce Binssal 


Soon six European countries will begin nego- 


tiating to form a pool of their coal and steol 
industries. Tf they succeed they may wipe out. 
a major source of the international frictions 
that have taken Europe periodically into war. 


A coal-steel alliance would be historic in 


another sens-e: it would mean that several proud 
nations had in the interests oi peace and eco- 
nomic well-being given up a portion, of their 
precious sovereignty. 


Sovereignty is to world affairs what states' 


rights are to the national scene. It means the 
right of a government to control its own destiny 
without 
outside interterenee. 
Nations 
have 


jealously guarded this right. 


But. now they are beginning to see that its 


exercise does not actually assure them of con- 
trol over their respective destines:. The world 
today is too closely interwoven. Attempts of 
nations to exist in isolated porkets are largely 
failures. 


Great credit must go to France as the bold 


author of the coal-steel plan. Perennially tear- 
ful of neighboring Germany, the Frpncn never- 
theless have mustered their courasc for a step 
that might prove the first big stride toward 
unity in Europe. Italy, West Germany, Belgium, 
Holland and Luxcmbouig also merit commen- 
dation for joining the plan. 


Britain has chosen not to take part at this 


stage. Its retusal doesn't bar possible partici- 
pation when the pool is worked out in detail; 


I it merely means the British were reluctant to 


do anything suegestmg they wore wholly com- 
mitted to the idea. 


The British attitude is iintlfrolaiiiiiiblt;. The 


Labor government is wuruec! cner the oiled 
a pool arrangement 
would have oil its con- 


trolled economy, especially on wages in its own 
coal and steel industries. Pay is higher than 
on the continent. 


Furthermore, Britain has stout lie.", with na- 


tions of the British Commonwealth. What might 
happen to these under a pool set-up? 


Britain unquestionably is the nio.st isolation- 


minded country in Europe outside of Ru.isia. 
The British 
probably would be 
ecstatically 


happy if. the 20 miles of channel separating 
them from the continent could be stretched 
into an ocean. 


This outlook plus jealous concern lor it.-, so- 


cialistic experiments probably 
explains why 


Britain seems less willing than others in Europe 
to concede an inch or two of its so\ ercismty. 
The British indicated they might have viewed 
the coal-steel proposal more favorably had it 
included a national veto power to be exeicised 
against decisions of an international pool au- 
thority. 


British leaders believe they arc protecting 


their country. But it' a pool plan is worked 
out which they don't think they can join, there's 
a serious question how well Britain will be 
off on the outside. A West European coal-steel 
combine almost surely will provide the toughest 
competition 
British 
industry has ever faced 


except from the United States. 


Britain belongs to Europe. TryiiiR to hold 


itself aloof, lo create its own special economic 
climate, may prove a grievous error. For the 
United States is not likely to sustain the British 
indefinitely 
in 
a 
course which 
denies 
the 


realities.

with other branches. 


Applicants who have been re- 


jected for the Air Force because 
they failed to make the grade may 
reapply. 
They will be enlisted 


without a retest provided their 
original 
score 
was equal to or 


above the level then required for 
enlistment in the Army.
